Port bulk 
terminal 


approved 


Governor Daniel Walker has 
Signed legislation enabling the 
‘Tri-City Regional Port District 
to build a bulk commodity 
terminal at the local port, it was 
learned’ today from, State 
Senator Sam M. Vadalabene. 

The $2,750,000 shipping, 
feceiving and storage terminal 
ig to be constructed by the port 
district, utilizing interest-free 
funds provided by thé Illinois 
Capital Development Board. 

All of the financing is to be 
repaid to the state over a period 
of about ten years. 

Extensive response has been 
received by local port officials 
from industries indicating they 
would utilize the terminal. 

The project was designed so 
as to avoid direct costs: to the 
state government, and it did not 
require inclusion in the 1975-76 
state budget, which has been 
reduced six per cent by the 
governor.

E-W Gateway to study 
bridge traffic flows 


An investigation. into 
problems | resulting from 
vehicular traffic crossings on 
area bridges spanning the 
Mississippi River has been 
ordered, by the board of 
directors of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
at the request of Nelson 
Hagnauer of Granite City, 
chairman of the Madison 
County Board and a member of 
the council. 

‘The board action was taken 
last weék after Hagnauer said 
drivers ‘are using ‘the free 
Poplar Street bridge almost 
exculsively instead of the area’s 
toll bridges, including McKinley 
Bridge at Venice, and Martin 
Luther King, Eads and 
MacArthur Bridges between 
East St. Louis and St. Louis, 
because the freeway system is 
tied into the Poplar’ Street 
bridge. 

The result is severe traffic 
confusion, Hagnauer told the 
board. 


“If something isn’t done soon, 
this situation is going to get 
worse, not better,” he said. 
“The economic growth of the 
entire region depends on good 
access across the river.” 

‘The Poplar Street bridge now 
has a daily traffic volume .of 
101,450 vehi¢les, which is 
projected to increase to 118,928 
by 1995, and the design capacity 
of the bridge is only 96,000 
vehicles per day. The other 
bridges presently carry traffic 
far below their design capacity. 

The cost of putting in a new 
program to make efficient use 
af the other bridges is estimated 
at less than $20,000,000, which is 
far less than building a new 
bridge with the design capacity 
of Poplar. 

Hagnauer said other parts of 
the country have been able to 
get special appropriations for 
local projects under the Federal 
Aid-Highway Act. As examples, 
he cited special funding for 
projects in| Kansas City, 


Charged in robbery

SPRINGFIELD — There is 
growing »ptimism among 
Statehouse Democrats that 
the party’s tangled: troubles 
in Illinois may be solved by 
two men long considered at 
opposite ends of the political 


spectrum. 

They are Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley and U.S. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson. 

The ‘two over a period of 
months have been developing 
a political alliance as fas- 
cinating as it is improbable. 
It also could have great sig- 
nificance not ‘only for the 
state of Illinois but for nation- 
al politics as well. 

Between them Daley and 
Stevenson well may deter- 
mine the political fate of 
Democratic Gov. Dan Walker 
and have‘a big say about who 
the Democrats run for Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

It is an odd combination 
and one that would have been 
unthinkable a few years ago. 
What, political scientists 
might ask, could the last of 
the nation’s old-style bosses, 
perhaps the most masterful 
politician America has ever 
known, have in common with. 
an Ivy League intellectual? 

The obvious answer is vic- 
tory at the polls and the fur- 
ther acquisition of power and 
influence. The two already 
have done fairly well in this 
endeavor. 

It was Daley's somewhat 
surprising appearance at a 
political picnic at Steve "s 
Libertyville farm to 
Stevenson’s nomination and - 
subsequent election as U.S. 
senator. 

‘The tioshave since devel- 

a close relationship 
from a political standpoint, 
surprising when one recalls 
that Daley was not particu- 
larly fond of Stevenson's fa- 
ther, Gov. Adlai E. Steven- 


son. 

There are skeptics at the 
Statehouse who scoff at the 
Daley-Stevenson alliance. 
“What do they have in com- 
mon?” ask the cynics. Stev- 
enson, it is assumed, would 
be bored by Daley's Irish 
jokes. The mayor hardly 
could be expected to be inter- 
ested, it is said, in Steven- 
son’s deep interest in foreign 

But one thing they do share 
in common is an abiding in- 
terest in politics. Stevenson, 
although he has a national 
reputation as an intellectual 
with little interest in practi- 
cal politics, is regarded be-

Daley, for his part, has 
spoken highly’of Stevenson as 
a possible nominee for presi- 
dent and has, in fact, pretty 
much closed the Illinois pri- 
mary to other presidential 
hopefuls. 

‘There are skeptics who say 
Daley has done this to assure 
his own control of the Illinois 
delegation at the 1976 Demo- 
cratic Convention and thus 
his big say in whom the 
eventual nominee for presi- 
dent may be. 

But there is a majority con- 
sensus that Daley would like 
to see Stevenson on the na- 
tional ticket, if not for presi- 
dent then for vice president. 

Not only would this en- 
hance Daley’s already great 
political esteem, but it also 
would resolve a strictly Ili- 
nois problem — Walker. 

‘The presence of Stevenson 
on the national ticket not only 
would doom any hope of 
Walker getting there but the 
prospect of such a. develop- 
ment would immensely 
strengthen prospects for Ili- 
nois, Democrats to dump 
Walktr in the primary and 
replace him with a candidate 
deemed capable of winning 
for governor in November, 
probably state Treasurer 
Alan J. Dixon or Lt. Gov. Neil 
Hartigan.

Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville has been

School officials have adopted 
the following family size and 

income criteria for determining 
eligibility: 

For a family.of one, the limit 
of income for free meals and 
free milk js_$3,230, while the 
limit on family income for 
reduced price meals is $4,520; 
family of two, $4,240 and $5,930; 
three, $5,250 and $7,350; four 
$6,260 and $8,770; five, $7,190 
and $10,060. 

Six, $8,110 and $11,360; seven, 
$8,950 and $12,530; eight, $9,790 
and $13,700; nine, $10,500 and 
$14,770; ten, $11,310 and $15,840; 
eleven, $12,060 and $16,890, and 
twelve, $12,810 and $17,940. For 
each additional family member 
the income limit for free meals 
and free milk increases’ $750, 
and for reduced price meals 
increases $1,050. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the levels 
shown are eligible for free 
meals, free milk and reduced * 
price meals. In addition, 
families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual 
expenses due (o unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter costs 
in excess of 30 per cent of in- 
come, special education ex- 
penses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child, 
and disaster or casualty losses 

| are urged to apply. 

“ ° Application forms are being 
gent to all homes in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are 
‘available at the principal's 

.- gffice in each school. The in- 
formation provided on the 
pplication is confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted 
at any time during the year. 

School authorities must 
consider both the income of the 
family during the past 12 
months and the family's current 
rate of income to determine 
which is the better indicator, of 
need for free or reduced price 
meals to reflect family wage 
earners’ present level of em- 
ployment. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits.

‘No free lunch’ warning by FDR 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — The 
problems that confront the Social Security 
system 'today were at least partly evident 40 
years ago when the program was signed into 

Ww. 

“We can never insure 100 per cent of the 
population agdinst 100 per cent of the 
hazards and viscissitudes of life,” President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt said'on that occasion. 

The 1935 Social Security Act was a simple 
plan compared to the complex maze today. 
It was designed to be self-liquidating, 
through contributions from the employed 
and their employers. 

The initial gpal was’ to pay a modest sum 
to persons over 65 who chose not to continue 
to work full time. By 1939, the act had been 
expanded to pay benefits to widows, 
widowers and dependent children. In the 
1950s, the old age survivor benefits were 
altered to also cover the disabled. 

Congress in 1956 permitted Social 
Security benefits to be paid to women at the 
age of 62 instead of 65. Men were granted 
the same privilege in 1961, and a watershed 
was reached in 1965 when Congress added 
hospital and medical benefits — Medicare 
— to the Social Security Act. 

The year 1975 represents another major 

. watershed. The program is going broke, 
projections show. It cannot support itself by 
the contributory system, as originally 
conceived. 

For the first time since its inception, the 
trust fund — the financial cushion — is

The one “‘solution” would 
turn it into a massive general welfare 
system; the other would, among other 
things, further crowd private social in- 
surance programs into the background. 

While specific ideas often seem attractive 
when viewed singly, the cumulative effect of 
various improvements in Social Securjty has 
tended to jeopardize its stability. fn more 
and more people are beginning to nt 
President Roosevelt's admonition that 
Social Security cannot do everything for 
everybody. 


Serious crime is tallying its 
biggest increase in 14 years

Some well-meaning proposals 
to further safeguard the privacy 
of individuals unfortunately 
threaten seriously the law 
enforcement profession's 
ability to combat ¢rime. 

These efforts in |behalf of 
privacy persist in the face of an 
alarming rise in nationwide 
levels of lawlessness in nearly 
every category of serious 
crime. 

Surely, érime conditions 
implore us to strengthen, not 

weaken, police resources. 

Overall, serious crime in 1974 
recorded its largest increase in 
14 years. 

Violent crimes jumped 11-per 
cent, while property crimes 
spurted 17 per cent. 

Rural, suburban and large 
metropolitan areas alike 
similarly reported substantial 
sincreases in crime — as did 
each of the nation’s four 
geographical ‘regions. 

Reports of offenses compiled 
thus far this year continued this 
frightful trend. | 

The.| most potentially 
harmful proposals to law 
enforcement efforts are those 
that would, after stipulated 
periods of varying length, 
seal criminal (offender 
records, commonly known as 
“rap sheets,""|_ from 
examination by |law en- 
forcement agencies. 

Certainly, these proposals 
have the very best intention: to 
prevent a rehabilitated of- 
fender’s or an arrested and 
unconvicted person’s record 
from exposing’ him to em- 
barrassment or worse forms of 
public notice for the remainder 
of his lawful life... | 

However noble is the purpose, 
the proposals to seal certain 
criminal offender records strike 
harshly at a pivotal resource to 
law enforcement investigations. 

These records are of in- 
valuable, assistan¢e to law 

_ enforcement agencies, which 
commonly employ them at the 
outset of many investigations to 

» quickly winnow logical suspects. 


from dozens and even hundreds 
of possibilities. 

Criminal offender records 
permit this to be done by virtue 
of the positive, personal iden- 
tifying data only they contain. 

Indeed, should many criminal 
offender*records be sealed or 
their examination delayed in 
the fast-moving pace of most 
criminal investigations, law 
enforcement agencies would be 
obliged to turn to the personal 
recollections of the  in- 
vestigating officers or resort to 
other less exact institutional- 
type records. 

Needless to say, such con- 
ditions could very easily expand 
the risks“of invasion of privacy 
which the. proposals are 
designed to minimize. 

Furthermore, unless criminal 
rehabilitation programs show 
dramatic and unexpected 
improvement, it is a fact 
established ‘by countless 
criminal recidivist studies that 
persons once involved with 
some significant violation of the 
law are much more likely to 
coynmit a crime than those who 
have no poli¢e record. 

One has only to look at the 
sordid -lawbreaking 
backgrounds of police killers 
to grasp the impact criminal 
recidivism has on the course 
of police. investigations. 

In the murders of 858 officers 
during the period '1964-73,: for 
example, of the police killers 
identified, 42 per cent had been 
previously arrested for a violent 


crime, 59 per cent had been 
convicted of a prior criminal 
charge, and 77 per cent had 
been arrested before on a 
criminal charge. 

Yet some of the proposals to 

seal criminal records would 
deny the police on patrol — in 
which assignment 68 per cent of 
the 858 officers met their deaths 
— critical, possibly lifesaving, 
information on.a suspect en- 
countered: on the street. 
_ Privacy is an intangible and 
lofty goal, Still, there is no doubt 
it must be pursued with con- 
stant vigilance. 

But in doing so, let us ask 
ourselyes some frank 
questions: 

Is any degree of privacy — 
achieved by sealing certain 
criminal records of the few — 
worth the added jeopardy this 
action would bring to the many 
law-abiding citizens and to a 
growing-legion of persons who 
no longer feel safe from crime 
on the streets of their neigh- 
borhoods' and even in their 
homes and places of em- 
ployment? 

Must not privacy and the 
many other benefits of a mature 
society begin with the control of 
rampant criminality? 

It seems to me that the 
privacy of individuals is 
scarcely served, and the 
community unnecessarily 
endangered, by shackling law 
enforcement efforts with the 
sealing of certain criminal 
offender. records.

Q. | bought some raffle tickets 
for a church rattle. Can | feduct 
the amount as a charitable contri- 
bution? 

A. No. Although the money from 
the raffle may be used by a tax- 
exempt charitable institution, 
amounts you pay to purchase raf- 
fle tickets or to engage in other 
games of chance are riot deducti- 
ble contributions. They are wager- 
ing losses. 

If you win the raffle, you must 
report your winnings as income, 
regardless of any losses you incur. 
if you itemize deductions on 
Schedule A, Form 1040, you may 
deduct your gambling losses in- 


curred during the year, such as 
raffle tickets, to the extent they 
equal your winnings. 

You may not deduct gambling 
losses if you take the standard 
deduction or use the tax tables to 
compute your tax. 


Q. A private firm prepared my 
1974 tax return. Can | deduct this 
amount on my return for 1975? 

A. Yes. Tax assistance fees are 
normally deducted. on the tax re- 
turn for the year the expense is 
paid. The fee for preparing your 
1974 raturn was paid in 1975 and 
should be claimed as a miscellan- 
ous deduction on Schedule A of 
Form 1040 for 1975.

election Houge seat, were lost to

‘The upsets were laid to the 
intrusion of third-party can- 
didates. 

In Florida, Republican Jack 
Eckherd lost the Senate race to 
Democrat Richard Stone by 
44,357 votes, or 2.5 per cent of 
the total vote cast. 

The conservative American 
Party candidate, John Grady, 
garnered 282,659 votes, or 15.7 
per cent of the total cast. 

Had Grady stayed out of the 
race he had no chance of win- 
ning, Eckherd would have 
received a comfortable victory. 

In staunchly Republican 
Vermont, GOP senatorial 
candidate Richard Mallary, 
former speaker of the Vermont 
House and U. S. representative- 
at-large for the state, lost to 
Democrat Patrick Leahy, who 
had never held public office of 
any kind. 

Mallary lost by 4,400 votes. 

A practically unknown 


_candidate entered the race on 


the Liberty Union ticket — and 
drew off a critical 6,000 votes 
which could have retained the 
seat for Republicans.

Algae vegetable chunks 
seen as a future food 


(American 
Chemical Society) 

Direct use of ordinary green 
and blue-green algae for animal 
food and experimental human 
food has been proposed at a 
nafional meeting of the 
American - Chemical Society. 

To produce protein most 
efficiently, ‘the algae could be 
cultivated in: giant artificial 
lagoons whieh would yield 
20,000 pounds of protein per 
acre, according to Dr. R..K. 
Robinson of the Department of 
Food Science, The University of 
Reading, Great Britain. 

This compares extremely 
well with wheat, which provifies 
135 pounds of protein per acre, 
and forage clover, whith yields 
1,478 pounds of protein per acre. 

“The dramatic rise in com; 

modity prices during the last 
few years has left agricultural 
communities in many countries 
desperate to economize on the 
protein feedstuffs for animals,” 
explains Dr. Robinson in his 
report. 
“As a result,) sources of 
protein which previously had 
rated academic interest only 
have begun to appear more 
attractive.” 

Already, this novel source of 
protein exists in tropical lakes 
such a& Lake Chad in Africa and 
Lake Texococo in Mexico. 

One of the reasons algae is so 
attractive as a potential source 
of nutrients is that the 
production process is so simple. 

The energy is sunlight, which 

werts the carbohydrate of 
plant into protein and 
vil sy 
pe vitamin B series. 

Several types of algae are 
particularly rich in nutrients.

In the cultivation of algae for 
protein, economics play a key 
role. The most efficient way to 
grow algae is to construct large 
synthetic lagoons of concrete 
and polyethylene. 

In this sophisticated ap- 
proach, the temperature is 
controlled, water is circulated 
throughout the lagoon to permit 
adequate sunlight to reach the 
plants, and nutrients such as 
phosphorus and nitrogen are 
added to breed a healthy crop of 
algae. 

The construction of these 
lagoons would demand a large 
initial investment, but Dr. 
obinson suggests as an in- 
terim measure that natural 
ponds be modified to farm algae 
more efficiently. 

“The growth requirement of

REFORM : 
Prison overhaul 


plan criticized

SPRINGFIELD — A pro- 
posed drastic overhaul for the 
Illinois prison system, which 
premiered a few months ago 
with ruffles and flourishes, 
has received less than rave 
reviews from a highly re- 
spected prison reform group 
which has been reviewing the 
plan for five months. 

The John Howard Associ- 
ation said the plan, under 
which paroles would be abol- 
ished ard all offenders would 


~\be sentenced to specific set 


;» was “idealistic and 
nrealistic,’’ showed 
“imited research in some 
important areas,”’ was inac- 
curate in assessing the value 
of paroles and would cost the 
state multi-millions of dollars 
if implemented. 

The association’s board of 

-directors approved the re- 
port; which also said that in 
the long run prisoners would 
serve longer jail terms and 
thus create a need for more 
jails. 

Gov. Dan Walker's pro- 
posal, which paralleled in 
many respects the previously 
published views of Dr. David 
Fogel, Walker’s original 
choice to head the State Cor- 

ections Department, ap- 
Reared last February. It 
would have provided for fixed 
sentences, such as ‘20 years” 
rather than the current ‘‘one 
to 20 years,” would have done 
away with parole comipletely, 
would have paid inmates a 
fixed rate for each time they 
consulted with a social work- 
er or other rehabilitation case 
worker and made other 
sweeping reforms in current 
penal practices. 

Reporting on its study of 
the proposal, the association 


said that’ “thas = ‘contention? 
that parole is not effective a3” 
acrime prevention device, or’ 
either a state or national ba~ 
sis, must be exposed as being’ 
inconsistent with the factual, 
evidence. We are confident’ 
and the data clearly estab- 
lished that over 70 per cent of° 
the parolees committed no: 
new crimes.’ 

If persons on parole in Tli- 
nois between 1971 and 1973: 
had been sentenced to de. 
terminate sentences, the as: 
sociation said, they would 
have served an additional 
6,400 years of prison time in 
those three years,, and “a, 
6,400-man-year-increase in 
time served in Llinois prisons, 
over a three year period, 
would cost taxpayers an 
additional $44.8 million.” 

In addition, the report 
found ‘‘some of the recom- 
mendations are inconsistent 
with the findings of sound 
correctional studies and re- 
ports, indicating limited re- 
search on some important is- 
sues.” 

‘The association did support 
the Walker concept of re- 
structuring the state's proba- 
tion system, which it found to | 
be of “poor quality, influ- 
enced by politics and a step- 
child of the criminal sys- 
tem.” However,/it found the 
Walker proposals “‘insuffi- 
cient” in that area.- 

In_ maki some recom- 
mendations 6f its own, the as- 
sociation urged that nongen 
gerous offenders only 
be sent to prison after other, 
remedies such as probation 
and halfway houses had been 
tried; sentences should not 
exceed five years for felonies 
other than murder and there 
should be no minimum sen- 
tencing. >

type encephalitis (sleeping 
sickness) were made this 
weekend, raising confirmed or 
suspected cases in []linois to 72, 
including 22 cases |in Southern 
IMinois. ‘ ; 

Paul T. Hawkins of the 
Madison County , Sanitation 
and Pollution Department 
said the Culex Pipiens, the 
mosquito responsible for 
spreading the St. Louis strain 
of the disease, deposits its 
larvae in rain barrels, tubs, 
catch basins, |cesspools, 
ditches, ornamental pools, 
bird baths and other collec- 
tions of polluted water. y 

Residents should avoid areas 
of standing water, particularly 
at dusk when mogquitoes are 
most prevalent, use insect

The female Culex Pipiens bite 
mainly at night and can infest 
houses. Residents should repair 
screens and inspect yards for 
areas of stagnant water to 
minimize the risks. 

Many area communities are 
stepping up their mosquito 
fogging services, it was lear- 
ned. Granite City is among 
these. 

Gary Koch of the Springfield 
office of the Department of 
Local Government Affairs said 
today his department is 
assisting communities ‘in 
purchasing more effective and 
economical mosquito-preve- 
ntive chemicals and equipment. 

He urges communities 
spraying for mosquitoes to 
exercise caution in purchasing 
insecticides, citing that past 
experience has shown that some 
chemical companies sell 
overpriced, diluted chemicals 
and products that violate 
federal Environmental 
Protection Agency. (EPA) 
Standards. 

Previous surveys have also 
noted some companies push 
outdated and less effective 
equipment. The newest and 
most successful mosquito 
spraying devices are ultra-low 
volume (ULV) machines, Koch 
said. 

All Illinois communities 
south of a line running from 
Charleston to Pittsfield have 
been requested to initiate 
immediate preventive and 
corrective measure to 
prevent or control the spread 
of the disease, the’ official 
said.
